From the beginning, songs have played an important 
role in Disney films. Walt Disney himself felt that the 
musical score was a key element in any film he made. In 
the early days of the movies, it was traditional for pro- 
duction companies to turn the rights to songs over to 
music publishing companies, gratis, so that sheet music 
could be published and the songs could help promote . 
the movies. Walt and Roy Disney first did this with 
songs such as “Who's Afraid of the Big Bad Wolf" and 
«The World Owes Me A Living" from the Silly Sym- 
phonies, and later with the songs from Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs, Dumbo, апа Bambi. Later on, the 
Disneys realized that they were missing out on some 
significant revenue, so the Walt Disney Music Company 
was formed in 1949. Beginning with the songs from 
Cinderella, all later Disney songs were owned and 


published by Disney.

Many antibiotics, cough syr- 
ups, and other oral medica- 
tions for children contain up 
to 50 percent sugar and can 
cause tooth decay. A study 
conducted at the Hospital for 
Sick Children in Toronto 
showed that children who 
regularly used sugar-based 


oral medications had an - 


average of 11 decayed teeth 
by the age of three years. So 
even if you're giving medi- 
cine right before naptime or 
bedtime, get a good tooth- 
brushing in following medi- 
cation. 


WHEN YOUR CHILDREN'S FRIENDS 


COME TO PLAY 


1. Set up house rules at the beginning of the visit, even 
before the child's parent leaves. Try to be clear about 
what behavior is important to you. 


2. Don't try too hard to be nice. Be fair but firm. 


3. If you have problems with a child, try to discuss them 
openly with the child's parents. Ask for tips on how to 
deal with certain situations, like, “How do you handle it 
when Kevin has a tantrum?” Listen to their answers; if 
their approach is drastically different from yours, visits 


may be destined for failure. 


4. Encourage your children to invite their most well- 


behaved friends to visit. 


all discipline, but especially when 
caring for another person's child, 
the goal is to teach acceptable be- 
havior, not to punish. 

Sometimes, says Beiser, disci- 
pline problems arise because 
parents step back when a child 
comes to visit their son or daugh- 
ter, seeing the visit as a chance to 
catch up on work or even to grab a 
few minutes alone. “The purpose 
of having a friend over is for the 
children to learn social interac- 
tion,” she says, not to free the 
parent from responsibility. 

If all fails and a visiting child just 
cannot get along, Beiser says it's 
best to have him or her go home. 
If that’s not possible, a “time-out,” 
or isolation of some sort, usually 
works. 

After the disastrous day comes 
to a close, what do you say to the 
parents when they come to pick 
up their child? If the relationship is 
an open one, Beiser suggests раг- 
ents say something like, “Phillip 
had a temper tantrum when he 
couldn't do what he wanted,"or, 
in the more difficult situation, “I 
can’t take care of Jen again until 
these problems are worked out.” 

Beiser warns that if a child con- 
tinues to misbehave in another 
child’s household, it probably 
means that he or she doesn't obey 
at home, either. "Unmanageable 
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kids tend to eventually have bad 


companions," she says, “so you 

may want to help your child find 

sore civilized friends."

HOW DO YOU СЕТ 
A SENSE OF HUMOR? 


Everybody values having a 
sense of humor. Questionnaires 
consistently reveal that it’s the 
most prized attribute for a mate to 
have. And we know we feel hap- 


pier and stronger when we're able 
to see the humorous side of life. 
But in the day-to-day rush, it so 
quickly disappears, and some- 
times seems like we'll never get it 


back. Are there things we can do 
to gain a sense of humor, or is it 
that some people are born with 
the ability to laugh and others not? 

“A sense of humor is a process, 
not a thing,” says Jeffrey Gold- 
stein, a social psychologist at Tem- 
ple University in Philadelphia. 
“It's seeing things around you in a 
fresh way. It’s also a skill. We're all 
born with the potential for having 
a sense of humor, but whether it 
gets developed depends on how 
we're dealt with as children. If you 
grew up in a somber household, it 
will require practice to learn the 
skill. You'll have to make an effort 
to be aware of the humorous side 
of life, those things that delight 
people and make them laugh— 
the antics of children, or of a dog 
or cat, something you see, some- 
thing someone does.” 

Christopher Peterson, professor 
of psychology at the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor, who has 
also spent years studying humor, 
says: “In a family, if humor is 
never displayed, what’s lost is a 
sense of pleasure and resilience to 
stress. When humor is there it 
dissolves boundaries and brings 
people closer.” 

Peterson is careful to distinguish 
between humor and being funny. 
It’s a light whimsical kind of hu- 
mor that dissolves boundaries. 


Jokes should be at the expense 
of the whole human race—not 
pointed at an individual or a group. 
Such pointed humor creates barri-

ers rather than breaking them 
down. We all know people, too, 
who use humor to express anger. 
“They're kicking you in the shins 
but they can always turn around 
and accuse you of not being able 
to take a joke,” Peterson says. 
They are angry, nasty people. 
Jokes that belittle children fall into 
this same category. 

Within the family a sense of 
humor can say more than words 
can convey. Peterson gives an ex- 
ample: A child breaks a vase. The 
parent responds with a smile, 
“Gee, you could have broken 
everything in the house.” In this 
instance, using exaggeration, the 
parent is able to convey easily two 
messages at the same time: wrong- 
doing and forgiveness. If said 
straight—“You did something 
wrong but I love you anyway" — 
what's lost is the affection. 

Children thrive on humor not 
only because it enhances the 
quality of their lives, but it also 
allows them to play with their 
minds. They learn to see the irony 
in a situation, the contradictions. 

Sense of humor and relaxation 
rub each other back-to-back. It's 
easiest to respond to humor if 
you're relaxed; then again, watch- 
ing a funny TV program can help 
you relax. Peterson has some sug- 
gestions for living that may be 
useful in getting a sense of humor. 
They have little to do with jokes, 
but rather with letting the light in- 
to our lives. Laughter follows. 


1. Friends. Keep company with 
others who have a sense of humor. 
2. Service to others. There's 
nothing that minimizes your own 
problems more than working with 
someone worse off than yourself. 
Furthermore, sometimes that per- 
son has a sense of humor. How 
can you be grim if he isn't? 
3. Exercise is a mood elevator. 
4. Media can provide humor. "1 
always avoid The New York 
Times," Peterson says. "It has no 
cartoons."

AFTERNOON RUBY TEA BISCUITS

Ingredients 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
4 teaspoons baking powder 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/2 cup vegetable shortening 
3/4 cup milk 
1/2 cup red jam or jelly 


1. Preheat the oven to 425? F. ` 

2. Measure the sifted flour, baking powder, sugar, and 
salt and mix with a fork in a large mixing bowl. 

3.Cut in the shortening until the mixture looks like 
coarse bread crumbs. 

4, Add milk and mix into flour with the fork—but only 
until the mixture forms a soft ball. 

5. Place the ball of dough on a lightly floured surface 
and knead it 12 times. 

6. Rub some flour on a rolling pin and roll out the dough 
until it’s about 1/4 inch thick. 

7. With a large biscuit cutter cut circles, very close. 
together, in the dough. Use a straight downward 
motion, and don’t twist the cutter. 

8. With the spatula lift half the circles, one at a time, on- 
to the cookie sheet. Arrange about 1 inch apart. 

9. With a small biscuit cutter (smaller than the one used 
to cut out the biscuits) cut a hole in the rest of the 
circles to make rings, and lift out the centers with the 
spatula. Set these little centers aside. 

10. With the spatula place the rings on top of the large 
circles on the cookie sheet. 

11. Put a teaspoonful of jam or jelly in the middle ofeach 
ring. 

12. Bake the biscuits 12 to 15 minutes, or until puffed 
and slightly golden. Use oven mitts to take the cookie 
sheet from the oven. 

13. Immediately lift the biscuits from the cookie sheet 
with the spatula. Makes 12 ruby tea biscuits.

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Creating A Classic

Bambi, the last of the “Big Five” films in which 
Walt Disney and his artists defined 
the American animated feature, 
represented a fusion of the 15 years of work that preceded tt. 

Their adaptation of Felix Salten's nature story 

blended the polished character animation of Pinocchio 
and Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs 

with the lyrical realism of such poetic Silly Symphonies 
as The Old Mill and the lush, visual beauty of Fantasia. 
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isney originally planned to re- 
lease Bambi for Christmas of 
1938, but soon discovered it 
м presented greater challenges 
than he had anticipated. Bambi required 
highly realistic animals that were also 
believable as characters. It wasn’t enough to 
make Bambi run like a real fawn: He had to 
run like an individual fawn the audience would 
know and care about. The film would also re- 
quire more natural-looking backgrounds than 
Snow White or Pinocchio, which were based 
on European storybooks. 

The Disney artists spent nearly six years on 
Bambi, developing the characters, refining the 
story, establishing a distinctive look for the film. 
As the staff had long outgrown the old Hyperion 
studio, the pre-production crew was housed in a 
small studio on Seward Street in Hollywood, 
under the supervision of director Dave Hand. 

The artists agree that the man most respon- 
sible for the delicately realistic style of Bambi 
was a young painter named Tyrus Wong, who 
came to the studio as an in-betweener in 1938. 

“Each of the so-called Disney classics has a 
style of its own,” states master animator Marc 
Davis, who started on Bambi after completing 
his work on Snow White. “It's not a question of 
one style with different characters moving 
through it: Pinocchio, Dumbo, 101 Dalmatians 
and Sleeping Beauty all have individual styles. 
The style for Bambi is Ty’s; he is Bambi. 

Wong, who looks considerably younger than 
his 80 years, talked about Bambi recently at 
Davis's home in the Silver Lake district of Los 
Angeles. The two men have been friends since

they met at art school more than 50 years ago. 

“Га get the script, and it might say, ‘early 
morning: the deer go out on the meadow,” 
says Wong. “I would try to create the atmos- 
phere of a meadow on a foggy morning; it was 
the mood they wanted me to capture.” 

Wong did hundreds of exquisite water color 
sketches that suggested the hushed beauty 
of the meadows and forests. He drew on the 
traditions of Chinese landscape painting, which 
strives to capture the feeling a scene evokes, 
rather than recording its physical details. 
Wong’s painting suggested the forest the 
viewer experiences within himself, rather than 
the forest he sees around him. 

“I was always interested in and influenced 
by Chinese art, and I wanted to mix Eastern 
and Western traditions in my work," he ex- 
plains. "My paintings have always been very 
poetic, which shows the Chinese influence: 
The effect isn't realistic or photographic, the 
way a Western painting would be. In a sense 
it’s real, yet it isn't. It’s the feeling of the scene 
that the picture is supposed to communicate." 

"Ty's work always had a magic to it," adds 


Davis. "An oak leaf is an oak leaf, but it's a dif- 
ferent oak leaf when he gets through with it. 
You perceive it differently, and appreciate the 
way he evokes all oak leaves." 

While Wong and the other artists worked on 
backgrounds and inspirational art, Davis, who 
had studied animal anatomy extensively, helped

develop the story. His vivid sketches suggested 
ways of drawing animals that were lifelike 
enough to inhabit Wong's ethereal forests, yet 
exaggerated enough to function as cartoon char- 
acters. (One of his pencil studies of Thumper 
for the "twitterpated" sequence recently sold 
for $3,400 at an animation art auction.) 

All this work was accomplished with minimal

input from Walt Disney, who was busy with 
Pinocchio, Fantasia and Dumbo, a full slate of 
shorts, plans for at least a dozen other features 
(including a sequel to Bambi) and the admin- 
istrative and financial problems of his studio. 

“I don't think Walt dropped in more than 
two or three times all the time we were on 
Seward Street,” recalls Davis. “He would leave 
you alone for a long time if he thought you 
were developing something that was all right 
or if he didn’t have any ideas on it. We didn’t 
see that much of him on Seward, but we were 
the first group to move into the new studio in 
Burbank. We finished the story in the 3— B 
wing, and he was in and out of there regularly. 
Whenever [story director] Perce Pearce would 
announce, ‘Man is in the forest!’, it meant Walt 
was down the hall.” 

Bambi finally opened on August 13, 1942, to 
generally favorable reviews. Although Davis 
and Wong praise the finished picture, they still 
express reservations, nearly half a century later. 
Davis feels that that story became too one-sided, 
with the animals all good and man all evil, while 
Salten took a more even-handed approach to 
the seemingly amoral cruelty of nature. 

Wong regrets that one highly dramatic se- 
quence he and art director Tom Codrick had 
planned was cut. 

“After talking with Tom, I did quite a few 
sketches of the forest after it had burned,” he 
says. "I wanted to do the sequence all in black 
and white, like a charcoal drawing. The au- 
dience would see the stumps of the trees and 
buzzards, and just the charred barrel of the 
gun, to indicate that the campfire that started 
the blaze had killed the men. They cut that se- 
quence and had spring arrive, so life could start 
over, with Bambi and the twins and so forth. 
That decision disappointed me, but there are 
other scenes that capture the mood I was trying 
to suggest.” O

a remarks of her leading role in 
Bejewelled, a new Disney Channel Premiere 
Film that's a romantic comedy caper. "It wasn't 
a glamorous role for me,” she adds, “and I like 
that. This is a much more demure character. 
It's different from the image people have of me 


from Dynasty—which is actually what I’m 
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not like in real life. It's always very good fun to 
play a characterization that's so different from 
what I have done before. And I adore comedy.” 

Indeed, the role of Stacey Orpington, the 
assistant curator of a small suburban museum, 
is light years away from Samms's work on 
Dynasty. In that prime time series, part drama, 
pure camp, and all soap, Samms was more 
likely to be seen bedecked in designer gowns 


and a jeweler’s fantasy of precious stones. In 
Bejewelled, Samms "is a down-to-earth person, 
quite timid. And also very nervous and jumpy 
—which is understandable considering she has 
mislaid millions of dollars worth of jewelry she 
was entrusted with and which was not insured.” 

The mystery that forms Bejewelled 's plot be- 
gins when Samms's overbearing boss—and 
boyfriend (played by Dirk Benedict of А-Теат 


fame)—enlists her aid in transporting a collec- 
tion of precious jewelry, donated by Stacey's 
great-aunt Eustacia, to a London Museum ex- 
hibition. Stacey finds to her dismay that the 
jewels have vanished after her flight. Enter 
three fellow passengers, an aspiring English 
detective, Alistair Lord (Denis Lawson, featured 
in Bill Forsythe's delightful comedy Local Hero), 
and his two young charges, Countess Eloise 
Dubois (Jade Magri) and Marvin Birnbaum 
(Aeryk Egon), as well as a beautiful model 
(played by Jerry Hall). 

"It was a very interesting film," Samms says, 
"because a lot of my scenes were with Denis 
and the two kids. The kids were great—they 
worked very hard and their timing was perfect. 
And Denis—super, super actor. On the set we 


. decided his name was really Denis "Touch Me' 


Lawson, because the kids adored him and 
could not stop hugging and kissing him. I used 
to say, ‘Okay, 10-minute break. No touching 
Denis for at least 10 minutes.' When the 10 
rates were up, the kids would just pile on

," Samms laughs, “the 
1 ith the children and 
a whole pack of dogs. If we had worried about 
that, we would never have, got off the ground." 

Samms adds, "It can be difficult working 
with children if they're not professional; some- 
times it's difficult working with children if 
they're too professional—they don't look or act 
like children anymore. I enjoyed working with 
these kids very much, and I made a point of 
really goofing around with them between 
takes. It helps them to work if they get to have 
fun in between takes." 

When Emma Samms isn't pursuing her movie 
career—and Bejewelled was one of three films 
she completed back-to-back—she's probably 
involved in what she describes as “my quite 
diverse interests." Those interests include 
photography—she recently did a photo shoot 
of playwright Neil Simon for the magazine 
Architectural Digest—and buying and restoring 
antique furniture. ("I'm very serious," she says. 
"In my workshop I have an electric bandsaw 
and all sorts of sanders and drills. I'm interested 
in an air compressor. A fantastic piece of equip- 
ment—you can drive a hundred nails in 20 
seconds.”) But one activity remains always in the 
van of Samms's life: her work with The Starlight 
Foundation, which she co-founded with her 


cousin and business manager Peter Samuelson. 

“The Starlight Foundation is a charity that 
grants wishes to children who are critically, 
chronically, or terminally ill,’ Samms says. 
“And it was a real thrill for me to work with 
Disney, because at Starlight we've had a lot of 
support from them.” 

The Foundation has its origins in personal 
tragedy. “It goes back to when I was nine,” 
Samms says. “I had a brother who was eight. 
He died of aplastic anemia. At nine there was 
nothing that I could do. | was frustrated be- 
cause there was nothing that I could do for him 
or for my family. That frustration sat with me 


until thanks to a very fortunate career I was 
able to do something to help other children 
and other families going through similar situa- 
tions. It's been the thing that has kept me 
centered. It has made me feel like I’m doing 
something with the luck that I have had in my 
career, that l'm giving something back." 

The Foundation began nine years ago. “I 
had befriended a little boy in hospital in 
England. I flew him and his mother out to Los 
Angeles, and my cousin Peter put them up in 
his condominium. We had the most amazing 
time, not just watching him but watching his 
mother watching him having a good time. He 


had a brain tumor, and she had not seen him 
have a good time in a very long while. He died 
shortly after he went back to England. 

"Peter and I realized that this trip was the 
highlight of his life. It was a big deal for him, 
but it wasn't a big deal for us to arrange. And so 
we thought let's do this again. Peter realized we 
might be able to get other people to help out, and 
he put together a group of his business associ- 
ates and I put together a group of my friends. 
The next thing you know we had the Starlight 
Foundation of Southern California. Today there 
are seven chapters in the United States, two in 
Canada, one in England and one in Australia. 
We've just grown and grown, because there are 
so many children out there who need us. We 
hope to reach all of those children." 

As for Samms's future acting plans, she 
remarks, “Га like to do a sitcom next. А sitcom 
to me is ideal. You have sort of a normal life, 
you're not outof town on location. For the last 
couple of years I’ve been out of Los Angeles for 
six months out of the year. It is not easy to main- 
tain the normal lifestyle that I fight so hard for. 

“I think because of my career | really value 
continuity," she adds. "It's so hard for actors to 
find stability in their lives. That's why I like 
television series. I’m always working hard to 
make some sort of continuity in my life. When 
I do have to go on location, Í take with me pic- 
tures, pictures of my nieces, my family, my 
house and my dogs. I always put them up оп 
the mirror in my hotel room just to remind me. 
It's stabilizing, it's comforting. 

“I value a normal Ше,” Emma Samms ex- 
plains. "Td rather be less successful and normal 
and sane, than win an Academy Award and be 
weird. I'd rather be happy." E
